Making a difference for others with UCD

WILMINGTON - Little 
Marisa Vestal was born on 
May 28th in 2011 to Michael 
and Marygrace Vestal. 
Marisa has two other sib- 
lings - 9 year old, Mia, and 3 
year old, Michael. 
Unfortunately, Marisa and 
Michael share more than a 
wonderful family; both chil- 
dren share the diagnosis of a 
very rare genetic disorder 
called Urea Cycle Disorder. 

Last March, the Town 
Crier told you Michael’s 
story about his devastating 
diagnosis and subsequent 
treatment. Dr. Mark Korsin, 
Director of the Metabolic 
Disorders Clinic at Tuft’s 
New England Medical 
Center in Boston explained 
to the distressed parents 
that Michael was not break- 
ing food down into energy 


the right way (specifically 
protein) and that he had 
tested positive for a Urea 
Cycle Disorder (UCD). Dr. 
Korsin explained . that 
Michael’s body was storing 
extra ammonia that would 
be toxic to his body and that 
Michael was at risk for a 
coma, brain injury or even 
death. 

Michael was born with a 


‘urea cycle disorder called 


Argininosuccinie Aciduria 
affecting only one in 70,000 
births. There is no cure for 
this disorder. 

Initially, the Vestals had to 
learn how to make a special 
recipe for formula to feed 
Michael and had to feed him 
every four hours around the 
clock for three months. He 
will be on a low protein diet 
for the rest of his life. For 
the most part, Michael eats 


fruits, vegetables, pasta, 
potatoes, rice and oatmeal 
but cannot eat dairy prod- 
ucts, eggs, beans, chicken, 
meat and fish. His parents 
must now figure’ both 
Michael’s and Marisa’s 
daily intake of food like 
points on a Weight Watchers 
Diet as they can only con- 
sume a small amount of pro- 
tein each day. 

Marygrace describes their 
experience with Marisa hav- 
ing UCD remembering, “It 
was much different this 
time. We knew that she had 
UCD before hér birth so she 
went right ‘to NICU 
(Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit) and she came home 
four days later. Marisa real- 
ly did well after her treat- 
ment, She’s a happy baby 


and she really eats well.

Design ongoing, permitting next across three towns

WILMINGTON / TEWKS- 
BURY - The Whipple Road 
Bridge project, colloquial- 
ly known as the ‘Brown 
Street Bridge,’ or the 
‘Nichols Street Bridge’ 
continues to make 
progress. But, it is not yet 
open for vehicular use. 
Tewksbury, Billerica, and 
Wilmington, the three 
towns involved in the proj- 
ect, decided to repair the 
bridge deck—or, the road- 
way—after it had been 
damaged from flooding 
and rainwater. According 
to Jamie Magaldi, the 
Assistant Public Works 
Superintendent in 


Wilmington, “a good por- 
tion of the deck” had been 
eroded during the last 
major flood. 

“Roughly ten percent of 


the deck has eroded away,” 
said Magaldi. 
The towns hope to 


replace damaged sections 
with a pre-fabricated deck 
system. 

Tewksbury, according to 
Magaldi, elected to be part 
of the process due to possi- 
ble fluctuations in traffic 
flow even though the town 
does not own any part of 
the bridge. The closure of 
the bridge has required 
emergency vehicles from 
Tewksbury center to divert 


to Main Street to reach 
many South Tewksbury 
homes, delaying response 
times. School bus routes 
were also affected by the 
closure. 

The towns have hired 
CME Associates, Inc., an 
engineering firm out of 
Connecticut, to oversee the 
design of the bridge. Right 
now, everyone is strictly 
committed to the design 
process, said Magaldi. 

Each town’s conservation 
commission must approve 
the bridge design, as it is 
located in a critical envi- 
ronmental area the water- 
way created by the

WILMINGTON - As the 
Republican primaries get 
underway in Iowa and New

Michael was very different 
at that age.” 

Marygrace lost her job last 
October and is not going 
back to work. Michael and 
Marygrace decided to put 
their house on the market 
and move to a smaller house 
so that she would be able to 
stay home with their three 
children. 

“Taking care of two kids 
with this disorder is diffi- 
cult. People think that it 
would be easier because of 
Michael. That is not true - it 
is twice the work. The lab 
we have in the kitchen is 
twice as big, doctors’ 
appointments are twice as 
many -- and the worries and 
challenges are _ endless. 
There is a very real possibil- 
ity that my kids are going to 
need a liver transplant in 
the future and there is noth- 
ing I can do about it,” said 
Michael. 

The Vestals are passionate 
about helping other children 
who have the same genetic 
disorder so they created the 
Allstar Foundation last year 
to increase public awareness 
for UCDs and newborn 
screening. All money raised 
by the Allstar Foundation 
will go to the NUCDF 
(National Urea Cycle 
Disorder Foundation) for 
research on finding a cure. 

Marygrace is proud of how 
well their first fundraiser 
was received and noted, “We 
raised money at _ the 
fundraiser last March and 
were able to donate $10,000 
to NUCDF. My husband, 
Michael, and his mother 
went to the NUCDF Family 
Conference in Denver to 
present the check to 
NUCDF.” 

During that ceremony, rep- 
resentatives of NUCDF 
praised the Vestals saying, 
“Your donation will help us 
pursue the research goals of 
our NUCDF Brain Project to 
investigate’ the mechanisms 
of brain injury’ in UCD and 
to develop interventions to 
protect the brains of chil- 
dren and adults with UCD 
from the effects of the disor- 
der. Vestals, YOU ROCK! 
Thank you for understand- 
ing that the future is now, 
and we must swing for the 
fences to improve the lives 
of our children.” 

As the father of a child 
with UCD, Michael has been 
doing whatever he can not 
only to raise money for 
NUCDF but also to bring 
light and focus on the disor- 
der that two of his precious 
children must live with, so 
he also speaks to a variety of 
groups. 

Michael has spoken to 
medical students at Boston 
University, Tuft’s Medical

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Next, the current high 
school gym will have to 
come down following Fourth 
of July activities so that 
construction can begin in 
earnest by September. 

“It is a very specific goal, 
and it is really the overrid- 
ing goal going forward,” 
added Caira. 

On top of meeting the plan- 
ning milestones, the town 
must also begin developing 
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School and Boston 
University Medical Center, 
offering, “We are doing lots 
of outreach. Medical stu- 
dents at BU were so inspired 
by our story that they sent a 
donation of $217 to the 
Allstar Foundation. We 
hope to get these future. doc- 
tors to think about metabol- 
ics and genetics. The more 
people we have thinking 
about a cure -- the better.” 

Recently, little Michael had 
been losing interest in food 
and losing weight because 
the medication he was on 
tasted nasty. As a result, his 
liver function enzymes were 
going out of control. So, in 
November the Vestals trav- 
eled to Mount Sinai Hospital 
in New York City with 
Michael for an evaluation to 
participate in a clinical trial 
for a drug that is tasteless 
and odorless. This new drug 
will help to _ stabilize 
Michael’s liver enzymes. 

According to information 
on the National Urea Cycle 
Disorder Foundation web 
site, this investigational 
drug, called HPN-100, is a 
nearly tasteless, odorless 
liquid formulation that is 
intended to work in remov- 
ing ammonia, but without 
the pill burden or need to 
mask taste. The sponsor of 
the trial, Hyperion 
Therapeutics, will provide 
HPN-100 free of charge to 
trial participants and cover 
the costs of laboratory tests 
and physician visits associ- 
ated with the trial. 

Marygrace offers, 
“Michael had his initial visit 
to Mount Sinai in November, 
then he was admitted twice 
so that doctors could moni- 
tor his blood flow (actually 
watch it flow through his 
body) and they could make 
certain that he had exactly 
the same foods to eat. 
Today, Michael is three and 
a half years old and in pre- 
school. He is doing much 
better. now. He’s gaining 
weight, his blood work looks 
better, and we think some GI 
side effects are gone. Since 
he began taking this drug, 
Michael is more animated, 
he’s talking more and gain- 
ing weight, too.” 

Michael is bringing his son 
back to Mount Sinai again 
this Thursday, January 5th 
for the day and then he will 
need to return every three 
months until the drug is 
approved. 

“Marisa is now number 8 
on the waiting list for Phase 
III of the same clinical trial 
as her big brother, Michael. 
Probably by the end of 
January we will bring her 
for an initial visit and evalu- 
ation. We'll find out more 
details of the clinical trial 
when we go there. After 


the logistical preparations 
surrounding the construc- 
tion project. For instance, 
Town Meeting in 2013 will 
have to be held somewhere 
other than the high school 
gym, which won’t be built 
yet and the old one will be 
torn down.

Caira also seeks to main-

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that, Marisa will be receiv- 
ing her treatment at Tufts 
New England Medical 
Center in Boston. Michael 
and Marisa’s specialist, Dr. 
Korsin, is now an extended 
member of our family,” said 
Michael. 

The road has been a little 
bumpy for little Michael as 
his father relates what hap- 
pened just before their first 
fundraising event last March 
saying, “One week before 
the event last March 
Michael was really sick with 
vomiting and diarrhea and 
we rushed him into Tufts 
New England Medical 
Center. He was in a coma 
for about six hours. Because 
he was so sick, he wasn’t 
eating enough which affect- 
ed his ammonia level. He 
stayed in the hospital all 
week and was released 
Friday afternoon. His party 
(fundraiser) was on 
Saturday and he went to it 
and was running around 
looking like he had not just 
been released from the hos- 
pital the day before.” 

This year the fundraising 
event will be held on 
Saturday March 24th 2012 at 
Vittori Rocci Post # 562, 
Italian American War 
Veterans hall at 143 Brimbal 
Ave. in Beverly, MA. The 
Vestal’s goal for this year is 
to raise $20,000 

Michael makes a_ heart 
wrenching plea asking, 
“Please if there is anyone 
out there who wants to make 
a difference in some kids 
life.... please help! We are 
looking to make the event 
bigger and better this year! 
We need to! I have asked 
every person who came last 
year to please bring a friend 
this year. There is no way 
our family can stop trying to 
raise money for research or 
raising awareness till no 
other kids have to deal with 
a Urea Cycle Disorder!” 

Michael and Marygrace 
maintain, “Food and eating 
is always going to be a social 
event. Michael was always 
going to feel different. He 
can’t eat the foods other kids 
eat at birthday parties, wed- 
ding, or cookouts. Now with 
Marisa, he is not going to 
feel different in his own fam- 
ily - and that’s the silver lin- 


ing for us.”

budget year. 

“J think that’s always chal- 
lenging,” Caira told the 
Crier. “I want to be able to 
leave the position of Town 
Manager with the under- 
standing that the fiscal 
house is in good order. Part 
of that is to ensure that we 
don’t sacrifice on services. 
We want to continue to offer 
the kinds of services that 
our residents have come to 
expect in as economical a 
way as possible.” 

Caira will present his 
budget to Selectmen and the 
town January 30. 

Finally, Caira is planning 
his retirement for 2012, indi- 
cating only that he has not 
yet set a specific date for his 
retirement but that it will 
likely be in the fall. 

Following the budget pres- 
entation, Caira estimates 
that Selectmen will begin 
deliberating around deter- 
mining a successor for the 
Town Manager position. 

Caira told the Crier that he 
wants to be part of the tran- 
sition, ensuring that it goes 
as smoothly as possible, 
with a candidate selected if 
not already on board when 
he retires. 

“I would be happy to play

me to play as they go for- 
ward, ready, willing, and 
able to help,” said Caira. 
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The Legend of 
the Bear Oak

WILMINGTON - On 
Wildwood Street, near 
Maple Meadow Brook for 
many, many years was a 
large oak tree known as the 
Bear Oak. It was said to be 
the location where the last 
bear in Wilmington was 
killed. 

In August 1760, Ephraim 
Buck and his sons, Ephraim 
III and Nathan, were cutting 
hay in the meadow. They 
went home to lunch and 
when they returned, it was 
quite obvious that a bear 
was present. The hay, which 
had been neatly piled in 
windrows, was scattered. 

The Bucks lived in the 
house known today as the 
Benjamin Buck house, near 
the end of Wildwood Street. 
The Bear Oak was about a 
quarter mile from the Buck 
house. It was said to be some 
50 feet north of the brook, on 
the . westerly. side of 
Wildwood Street. 

One of the sons went home 
and brought the family gun, 
a Queen Anne’s arm, so 
called. It was the type of 
musket used by the British 
Infantry in the early 1700’s, 
in the era when Queen Anne 
reigned. That gun still exists 
today. 

Ephraim loaded the mus- 
ket with two balls. Then he 
saw the bear near the oak 
tree and shot. Both musket 
balls hit the bear in the 
heart. From that day for- 
ward, the Bear Oak was a 
Wilmington landmark. 

That led to a pun by the 
Rev. Daniel Noyes, when he 
gave his “Historical 
Addresses” in 1880, 120 years 
later. He told his audience 
that while two balls had hit 
the bear, he was killed by 
one Buck’s shot. 

According to the late 
Herbert C. Barrows, the 
Bear Oak was cut down 
when the streetcar line was 
laid out on Wildwood Street. 
Barrows didn’t take part in 
the cutting, but he was driv- 
ing a wagon for the contrac-

tor. Construction for the 
streetcar line began in 1892, 
132 years after the shooting 
of the bear. 

After the tree was cut, a 
photograph was taken with 
J. (for Jonathan) Henry 
Buck standing on the stump, 
holding the musket. With 
him is his nephew, Henry 
Wilson Sargent, known as 
“Henny Penny.” 

The Wilmington Historical 
Commission has a wood 
carving of the shooting of 
the bear. It is initialed GHR 
and dated 1896. The carving 
was kept for many years by 
Rodney Buck, and was 
donated to the town by his 
daughter. 

J. Henry Buck was the last 
of his, family to live in the 
Benjamin Buck house, now 
the oldest house in town 
(1671). He had been sent to 
live with his uncle Benjamin 
and had inherited the house 
when his uncle died. J. 
Henry Buck was 84 years old 
when he died in 1939. In the 
picture, he might look like a 
sportsman posing over his 


kill, but a close examination 
shows that he is wearing 
overalls. 

J. Henry Buck was the son 
of Henry Buck and _ half- 
brother to Angelina Buck 
Sargent, mother of Henry 
Wilson Sargent. Ephraim’ 
and Nathan Buck were their 
ancestors. 

“Henny Penny” lived in the 
Darius Buck house, in front 
of the Benjamin Buck house 
at Buck’s Corner. Darius 
was his great-uncle. After 
the streetcar line went into 
operation, Sargent would 
often put apples on the stone 
wall, for the motorman and 
conductor. But he would 
never ride on the streetcar. 
One day, some men tied him 
up and put him on the street- 
car. The conductor did not 
find him until the car 
reached the car barn in 
Woburn Center. Sargent was 
so mad that he walked all 
the way home, in spite of the 
conductor offering him a 
free ride.

He said he learned a 
lot from his father when he 
was young and eventually 
became involved with Tom 
Hess Music Corporation 
Music Careers Mentoring 
Program. Pineau now offers 
guitar lessons on evenings 
and weekends to anyone who 
is willing to learn.

Union responds 


to article 


To the Editor: 

I am quoted in this story 
and I am pleased to say the 
Tewksbury Town Crier gets 
it almost right. The banner 
does say: "utter disregard 
for quality." Those damning 
words are a direct quote 
about CTA from letters 
exchanged between the 
Structural Engineer and the 
Architect responsible for the 
nearby Parker School in 
Billerica. Billerica made 
those public records avail- 
able recently at a reason- 
able clerical cost of $25 per 
hour. 

Téwksbury's Town manag- 
er, Richard Montouri, is 
withholding access to simi- 
lar public records unless a 
consultant's fee of $49.99 per 
hour is paid. 

On December 8, 2011, after 
a three month appeals 
process, the proposed con- 
sultants fee was ruled 
"excessive" by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth. 
Despite that decision, the 
Town manager, one month 
later, is still billing for basic 
clerical work at a rate which 
works out to $100,000 per 
year. That rate does not 
include copy fees! 

That fee effectively denies 
access and the Secretary of 
State agrees. 

The fact is that public 
records often reveal prob- 
lems with quality and/or 
fraud. 

That is certainly the case 
on CTA managed school 
projects now underway in 
Burlington, Middleton, 
Weston and Billerica. The 
facts there only became 
known after public records 
were made available without 
appeals and at a reasonable 
cost. Prosecutions have 
resulted from those public 
records being made avail- 
able. 

Contrary to the headline 
Sandra Campo has written 
the Union has made no 
accusations about the Town 
during a respectful (but 
unnecessary ) appeals 
process. What we do every- 
where and will continue to 
do with great enthusiasm is 
to publicize the management 
failures, subcontractor tax 
and insurance fraud and 
stolen wages which public 
records reveal on many

other projects managed by 
CTA. Those issues are print- 
ed on the banner as well. 

Public records access, at a 
reasonable fee, is the only 
way these serious problems 
will ever see the light of day.

Restitution and 
debarment don't happen by 
accident: they result from 
careful scrutiny and investi- 
gations.

Union contractors can be 
counted on to respect laws 
which mandate unemploy- 
ment insurance, state and 
federal tax withholding, 
workers’ compensation 
insurance, safety training 
and proper wage payments. 
We contrast these values 
with those displayed by 
CTA's regularly chosen sub- 
contractors, many of whom 
break those laws repeatedly 
at great profit and substan- 
tially lower costs driven by 
wage, tax and insurance 
fraud. 

Just three of the subs on 
Tewksbury High School have 
long records of quality 
and/or ethical failures. That 
part of Sandra Campo's 
story is well done and accu- 
rately stated. Good job.

Believe it or not I look forward to this time of the year. You 
won’t hear me complaining about the winter doldrums - 
those cold, dark days of snow, sleet and slush that can limit 
one’s activities. That’s exactly why I like January, 
February, and March. The pressure is off, the holiday mad- 
ness has passed and it’s acceptable to be doing nothing in 
particular. Sure, there are winter sports but going skiing or 
skating isn’t mandatory like taking that summer vacation, 
traveling, renting a cottage or going out on your expensive 
boat every day to justify having it - or being in a “good 
weather mood” all the time. And heading to Florida is total- 
ly out of the question for me - it’s bad enough to be ruled by 
“nice days” for eight or nine months of the year without 
going off to look for more fun and sun. I need a rest from 
all the forced perkiness - a kind of hibernation, I guess. 

It’s that welcome letdown and relief that gives the go- 
ahead to pursue those small inside projects, to putter and 
tinker, to bake, to read endlessly, clean out your closet or 
your desk.

This went on and on until they finally located each 
other. Then she began digging around in her pocketbook 
that was the size of a suitcase.

the most (it dates back to the middle 1800s) is its extensive 
variety of magazines and newspapers - not just the big 
names like the Boston Globe, New York Times, Wall Street 
Journal, or the Boston Business Journal. You’ll also. find 
the surrounding town’s daily and weekly newspapers and 
newsletters. My kind of place. 

This time of the year Rockport is deserted most days, so 
it’s an easy drive to the door of Toad Hall, the best little 
book store on earth. The book store with a conscience 
donates all of its net proceeds to environmental projects and 
education. Sitting on the water’s edge, the small, two-story 
granite building with big green awnings, projects a sense of 
strength and purpose at first glance. But it’s the inside that 
is so surprisingly unusual and appealing. Maybe the size of 
a family room (no bigger), you can hardly move between 
the wooden book shelves, with some stacked so high a stool 
or ladder is needed.

I love 
the idea of a “seasonal” business that stays open all year - 
like Mac’s. Buying ice cream at the grocery store just isn’t 
the same as standing outside at the “summer” ice cream 
stand, sitting at the tables (umbrellas down) in the sun, bun- 
dled up enjoying the climate and the color of the winter sky. 

On those days when it’s too cold to be outside, but 
cabin fever gets the best of me, I’m off to some big green- 
house, usually Mahoney’s in Winchester.

In June 2000, an iron-ore 
carrier sank off the coast of 
South Africa’s Cape Town, 
spilling 1,300 tons of oil and 
threatening the survival of 
more than 75,000 African 
penguins living on nearby 


islands. A massive rescue _ 


effort was quickly organized 
and more than 12,500 volun- 
teers from around the world 
descended upon Cape Town 
to assist with the operation. 
Nearly 20,000 oil-covered 
penguins were brought to 
local rescue centers, and 
another 20,000 were moved 
from the path of the 
approaching oil slick. 

The ensuing rehabilitation 
of the oiled penguins took 
three months and over 
556,000 hours of intense vol- 
unteer labor to complete. 
This effort was historic in its 
size and scope, and repre- 
sents the largest number of 
animals ever to be rescued

to the crisis, 95% of the 
affected penguins were suc- 
cessfully rehabilitated and 
returned to the wild.

inately on a platform that 
advocated building the new 
high school on a site other 
than in the center of town. 

The Crier will be cover- 
ing the local elections 
assiduously over the next 
few months leading up to 
the April 28 Town Election. 

Re-precincting 

Due to the 2010 federal 
census, Wilmington will be 
undergoing some changes 
to the current precinct 
map. George told the Crier 
that the state has yet to 
send final approval for the 
precinct map approved by 
the Board of Selectmen 
last June. 

George reminds residents 
that the Town Census, 
which is tied closely to 
state funding, will be 
mailed next week to resi- 
dents. 

“If people could please 
return it as quickly as pos- 
sible, the Town Clerk’s 
office will appreciate it 
very much,” said George. 

The Town Clerk’s office 
will be sending out written 
notices to all voters that 
will be moving either a 
precinct or a polling loca- 
tion. Ultimately _ it 
appears, based on the map 
that the town submitted to 
the Secretary of State’s 
office, that Precinct three 
will get a little smaller and 
some residents will be 
changing voting locations. 

The Town Clerk is work- 
ing with the town engineer- 
ing office to help identify 
specific households by 
map and town records. 
Often streets are split 
down the middle or one 
end from another, so preci- 
sion is essential as George 
prepares to notify individ- 
ual voters: 

“People will be notified in 
writing,” . reassures 
George. “Everyone affect-

ed will get a letter in the 
mail but only those people 
changing will receive a let- 
ter.” 

Elections 

The first election for 
Wilmington voters will be 
the Presidential Primary 
on Tuesday, March 6, 2012. 
Polls will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. Next the 
Town Election for local 
seats will be held on April 
28 and Annual Town 
Meeting is slated for 
Saturday, May 5 

Currently the September 
primary for the state elec- 
tion for Senate and House 
and for congressional seats 
is slated for Thursday, 
September 6, which coin- 
cides with the last day of 
the Democratic National 
Convention. The original 
date for the primary was 
Tuesday, September 18. 
However, that date fell on 
Rosh Hashanah, which 
begins the evening of 
Sunday, September 16 and 
ends the evening of the 
18th. 

George said that the 
Governor does not know 
yet if he wants to keep the 
primary on the same date,

Wilmington Town Crier’s 2011 


Male Athlete of the Year: Vinny Scifo

Ever since the Town Crier 
has given out a Male Athlete 
of the Year award dating 
back to 1994, none of the pre- 
vious winners have left 
Wilmington High School and 
continued to play athletics 
at a Division 1 college until 
now. 

And before Friday, 
December 23rd 2011, when 
he suffered a season ending 
injury, he would have 
become just the fourth male 
basketball player to reach 
the 1,000 point plateau, and 
the fifth person in the histo- 
ry of the school to accom- 
plish that feat, and that 
would have come in his sec- 
ond best sport. 

That should tell you every- 
thing you need to know 
about Vinny Scifo, the 
Wilmington Town Crier’s 
Male Athlete of the 2011 cal- 
endar Year. 

Over his three-plus years 
at WHS, Scifo has earned 
three varsity baseball let- 
ters, will earn his fourth var- 
sity basketball letter when 
the season is completed in 
March and was named the 
baseball and _ basketball 
team’s MVPs during his jun- 
ior seasons. 

In baseball he was named 

an all-conference selection 
this past year as a junior, 
where he led the team is 
almost every pitching and 
offensive category. 
-In basketball, he’s a two- 
time All-Conference selec- 
tion, which came after com- 
ing up to the varsity club 
late during his freshman 
season which included 
draining two huge free 
throws to seal a first round 
state tournament game over 
North Reading. During his 
sophomore season, his first 
full-year starting, he aver- 
aged 16.5 points per game, 
and then last year as a jun- 
ior, he averaged 18.3 points 
per game, helping the 
Wildcats grab a share of the 
Cape Ann League champi- 
onship title. He played in 
four state tournament 
games, and he will leave 
WHS with 801 career points 
ranking him in the top ten 
scorers in the history of the 
program. 

He’ll also leave WHS in 
June knowing he’ll be off to 
one of the most elite colle- 
giate baseball programs in 
the country earning a par- 
tial athletic scholarship to 
play shortstop at UMass- 
Amherst, the same program 
which Steve Bedrosian of 
Methuen and Gary 
DiSarcina of Billerica suited 
up for before entering a 
world of professional base- 
ball. Scifo will be the first 
WHS Baseball player to 
advance to a Division 1 pro- 
gram since Matt McManus 
pitched for Northeastern 
University after graduating 
from WHS in 1992. 

At WHS, Scifo was a league 
all-star as a sophomore and 
an all-league selection as a 
junior, while helping the 
2009, ‘10 and ‘11 clubs all 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment. This past June in the 
first round tournament loss 
to Beverly, Scifo in his final 
game in a Wildcat uniform, 
had a game for the ages, 
going 2-for-4 at the plate 
with a home run, while 
defensively he was part of 
four double plays. 

But unfortunately his ath- 
letic days at WHS have come 
to an end. On Friday, 
December 23rd at Reading 
High School, Scifo dislocat- 
ed his left shoulder and tore 
his labrum while driving to 
the basket during an early 
season Middlesex League 
hoop contest. He immediate- 
ly came out of the game 
after the injury and went to 
Winchester Hospital to 


receive the bad news that he 
is out for both the basketball 
and baseball seasons and 
will have surgery on 
January 12th. While his 
stats would have continued 
to be off the charts if he was 
healthy for the rest of the 
school year, his injury does- 
n’t take away from what he’s 
accomplished at WHS -- 
becoming simply one of the 
best athletes to come out of 
WHS in many, many years 
belonging in the same sen- 
tence with recent guys like 
Joe Herra and Ernie Mello. 
“T think Vinny has been the 
best athlete in this school in 
the past three years,” said 
boys’ hoop coach Joe 
Maiella. “I think he domi- 
nates two sports. He’s prob- 
ably been one of the top four 
or five basketball players to 
go through this program in 
the past 20 years. He’s just a 
natural scorer, he’s so ath- 
letic and just a great kid.” 


Big Goals Early 

Back in the summer of 
2007, Scifo came onto the 
baseball scene here in 
Wilmington. He was one of 
the top players on the 
Wilmington 12-year-old All- 
Star Baseball team that won 
the District 13 championship 
title for the first time since 
1994 with a 11-1 victory over 
Woburn Nationals held at 
Weaver Park in Woburn. 
That night, Scifo tossed the 
first five innings to get the 
win and help the team 
advance to the sectional 
semi-finals. However, he left 
the team to play for an AAU 
team, while two others on 
the team also had earlier 
commitments, and the 
Wildcats were defeated in 
the sectional semi-finals, 
finishing as one of the top 16 
teams in the entire state - 
while many people felt at 
the time that team was good 
enough to win it all. 

Little did Scifo know at 
that time that four-and-a- 
half years later, he would be 
talking about the possibility 
of playing shortstop for the 


UMass Amherst 
Minutemen. 
“It’s what I’ve wanted to do 


since I was a little kid,” said 
Scifo. “I wanted to play a 
division one sport whether it 
be basketball or baseball. I 
realized that basketball was 
out of the question so I 
mainly focused on baseball 
ever since my freshman 
year. Another reason why I 
chose UMass is the coach 
said I would have a real 
good chance of playing a lot 
as a freshman. There’s no 
promises obviously, but he 
said I would have a good 
chance.” 

Scifo was asked about how 
the UMass-Amherst decision 
came about and said that his 
choices came down to three 
schools with University of 
Rhode Island and 
Stonybrook as the others 


after eliminating Old 
Dominion, Siena and 
Bryant. 


“I did a tour of all three (of 
my final choices) and when 
I went to UMass I just fell in 
love with it,” he said. “I real- 
ly liked the campus, I liked 
the coaches and I really 
liked what they had to offer. 
One of the main reasons 
why I chose UMass is they 
offer the most help to their 
players academically. They 
have tutors who travel with 
the team all of the time and 
that was big for me because 
I thought it was going to be 
pretty difficult traveling (for 
baseball), having to do work 
on the road by myself while 


you’re going to miss a lot of — 


classes. URI said it doesn’t 
offer any help unless you 
absolutely needed it and 
Stonybrook said they offer a 
little help but nothing like 
UMass, so that played a big 
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part in the decision. But my 
main reason was I just real- 
ly liked it there. I liked the 
campus, coaches and atmos- 
phere.” 


A Diamond in 


the Rough 


This past baseball season, 
Scifo really came into his 
own both offensively, defen- 
sively and as a pitcher. After 
two years of moving around 
the infield and a second tier 
pitcher, head coach Aldo 
Caira gave Scifo the ball this 
past season and really never 
let go. 

As the team’s No. 1 pitcher, 
Scifo led the team with four 
wins, including two com-

plete game shut outs, and 
walked just five batters 
throughout the entire season 
- 44 innings of work and five 
walks! He also struck out 34 
batters, had an ERA of 2.29 
and held opponents to a .238 
batting average. 
Defensively, Scifo made 
just five errors all season 
long in 21 games, convert- 
ing the other 99 plays and 
had a fielding percentage of 
.952. And offensively, as the 
team’s lead-off hitter, he led 
the team in at bats (74), hits 
(26), doubles (6), home runs 
(1), RBI (12) and stolen 
bases (8). He ended the sea- 
son batting .352, had a slug- 
ging percentage of .477 and

an on-base percentage of 
.400 - all incredible num- 
bers. 

“What can you say about a 
kid like Vinny? A four-year 
starter, he is the heart-and- 
soul of our team,” said 
Caira. “The fuel that starts 
the engine. He was our 
leader and if he is lost for 
the season there is going to 
be a big hole for us to fill. 
I'm certain though that the 
type of kid he is, he'll be 
with us for every pitch and 
every practice. I am keeping 
my fingers crossed that at 
some point in the season he 
can come back, but his 
future goes beyond high 
school and his scholarship is 


more important right now. 
He just needs to get healthy 
and have a great career at 
UMass.” 

After the team finished 12- 
10 two years ago, the 
Wildcats came back for the 
spring of 2011 with bigger 
goals, hoping to reach the 
state tournament again and 
that they did, barely. The 
team had a record of 6-10 
before winning its final four 
regular season games. 

“Last year was fun,” said 
Scifo. “It was the first year 
that my really close friends 
were on the team together 
like Cole Peffer, Phil Lentini, 
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Wilmington Town Crier’s 2011

Kyle Albanese - so last 
year was the most fun sea- 
son for baseball. We had a 
pretty good season. We won! 
some big games and we lost 
some big games too like the 
one against North Andover. 
At one point during the sea- 
son it looked like we weren’t 
going to make the post-sea- 
son and then we won our last 
four (regular season games) 
to qualify. That was exciting 
to get into the tournament.” 

Wilmington entered the 
state tournament with a 
road contest at Beverly, and 
although the Wildcats were 
defeated 3-2, Scifo did every- 
thing in possibly could in 
that game trying to help the 
team advance to the second 
round. At the plate he belted 
a solo home run, while 
defensively he was part of 
four double plays. 

“That, was exciting because 
I think all season we only 
turned two double plays 
between me and (second 
baseman) Phil (Lentini), 
and in that game we had 
four - Ihad two by myself 
and then Phil and I turned 
two together,” he recalled 
before being asked about his 
home run. 
count. I kept fouling pitches 
off. It was a long at bat. I 
was down in the count and I 
just remember saying to 
myself ‘this isn’t a good way 
to start the inning off’ 
because Coach was just 
telling us we needed to get 
something going because it 
was getting later in the 
game. I didn’t want to make 
an out after he gave us that 
speech. So (then) I worked 
my way back to 3-2 and I 
kept fouling pitches off until 
I got that last pitch (for the 
home run).” 

Caira said that will be a 
performance he’ll never for- 


get. 
“He did it all (in that 
game),” said Caira. 


“Athletes like him are very 
special and don't come 
around that often. He's got 
great skills, he's very teach- 
able, a great leader and an 
even better teammate. I see 
a lot of good things in his 
future and if it's not here 
hopefully it will be a UMass 
and beyond. We are certain- 
ly going to miss him when 
he graduates.” 


Parquet Magic 
For the past two-plus sea- 


“It was a 3-20 
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sons, it’s been a lot of fun 
watching the WHS Boys 
Basketball team play. You 
have the athleticism of 
Scifo, the deadly outside 
shooting of Timmy 
McCarthy, the solid inside 
presence of Kyle Albanese 
and the coming out party of 
Cole Peffer, who has become 
a deadly two-way player 
when he’s on. 

Last year the Wildcats had 
a season to remember - their 
last in the Cape Ann League. 
Wilmington finished with a 
17-4 overall record, won a 
share of the CAL title for the 
ninth time in 16 years, cap- 
tured the annual Christmas 
Tournament for the second 
straight time (third straight 
last week), and were: the 
number one seed when the 
Division 2 North sectional 
pairings were announced. 
Before the playoffs started, 
the Wildcats had a number 
of huge wins and moments, 
whether it be road victories 
at Hamilton-Wenham or 
North Andover, or who could 
ever forget Senior Night 
against Tewksbury when 
team manager’ Kevin 
Mitchell got on the parquet 
floor for the first time? All of 
that, Scifo said, has 
remained close to his heart. 

“The season went really 
well,” he recalled. “We fin- 
ished 17-4 and it was disap- 
pointing in the playoffs los- 
ing to the last seed but over- 
all I thought the season went 
really well. Everyone on the 
team got along, we had fun 
with each other and we just 
worked really hard. 

“Winning the league title 
was obviously the main goal 
heading into the season. 
Hamilton-Wenham and 
North Andover were big 
(road) wins and we had to 
beat- North Andover. that 
second time in order to win 
the league title. And senior 
night with Mitch - he got a 
chance to play and that was 
a special moment for him 
and for all of us.” 

The following week 
Wilmington’s home town 
fans got to see Scifo and 
company one more time, 
except this one didn’t go 
nearly as well. The last 
seed, No. 16 Winchester, 
pulled out a huge upset vic- 
tory over Wilmington, send- 
ing the top seed home for 
the rest of the winter. 

“They were better than 


ee 
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what we were expecting 
them to be,” said Scifo of 
Winchester. “I just think we 
went in as the number one 
seed feeling like we would 
beat them easily even 
though we knew they were 
good. We just felt like they 
were the last seed and we 
were the top seed that we 
would win. And they hit a lot 
of shots that normally they 
wouldn’t hit. They had a lot 
of kids hit three-point shots 
and they weren’t known as a 
three-point shooting team. 
We were kind of unlucky. 
That was so disappointing - 
especially on your own home 
court where you are expect- 
ed to win. We just came up 
short and that was very dis- 
appointing.” 

While that loss still stings, 
Scifo’s consistency through- 
out the team’s 21 games cer- 
tainly didn’t go unnoticed. 

“I just think the kid can 
flat our score,” said Maiella 
before this season started. 
“He takes good shots, his 
field goal percentage is over 
55 percent over the last two 
years and that’s unheard of 
especially for a sophomore 
or junior guard in high 
school. He doesn’t take a 
bad shot. His mid-range 
game is excellent. If there’s 
one weakness in his game 
it’s probably his inconsisten- 
cy with the three-point shot. 
He’s just so in control when 
he’s on the court. He’s a 
game changer. Teams have 
to prepare for him because 
he’s a game changer and 
can completely change 
games around. Then on top 
of that, he gets open shots to 
his teammates because he’s 
unselfish. His athletic ability 
is just through the roof.” 


Stocking left empty 


Two days before 
Christmas, Scifo had plans 
of helping his teammates 
capture its first win of the 
season, help the team win 
the upcoming Christmas 
Tournament for the third 
year in a row, and enjoy the 
Holiday with his parents 
Vinny and Linda and sister 
Allea.

jumped up and a kid slid 
underneath me trying to 
take a charge and I flipped 
over the top of him and 
grazed my fall with my arm.

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Wildcats take Christmas tournament for third straight year

For the third straight 
year the Wilmington High 
School Boys’ Basketball 
team captured the champi- 
onship title of its own 
Christmas Tournament.

last Tuesday night and 
Littleton defeated 
Shawsheen Tech. Littleton 
replaced Burlington this 
year after the Red Devils 
elected to leave the tourna- 
ment after Wilmington 
started Middlesex League 
play to avoid playing the 
Wildcats three times a 
year. Littleton is coached 
by Mike Lombard, the 1988 
WHS graduate and all-time 
scorer in the history of the 
Wilmington program who 
went on to have a great 
career at Dartmouth 


College. The Tigers came 
into the game with a 41 
overall record, competing 
out of the Mid-Wach C 
League from Central Mass. 
The Wildcats were led by 
three players in double fig- 
ures including Tourney 
MVP Cole Peffer, who 
ended with 20 points, while 
Kyle Albanese, who was 
named to the All-Tourney 
team, finished with 19 
points and two-time 
Tourney MVP Timmy 
McCarthy ended with 16 
points. The trio combined 
for 55 of the team’s 71 


points. 

“That’s what we need 
from those three guys,” 
said head coach Joe 
Maiella. “We pounded the 
ball inside to Kyle. I think 
it’s the first time in three 
years where we made 
attempts to really pound 
the ball inside and it was 
great. I think Kyle finished 
9-for-13 from the floor. Cole 
and Timmy both had four 
three-pointers each and 
that’s what we need. It was 
back-to-back games where 
Cole had four three-point- 
ers. If those guys are get-

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ting those numbers every 
night, we’re going to be 
fine. We need to. get 
(James) Wilkinson going. 
He’s a good offensive play- 
er who we need to get into 
double figures every game 
and if we do that, with the 
other guys, we just be just 
fine.” 
“Wilmington jumped out to 
a quick lead _ before 
Littleton crawled back into 
the game chopping a 14- 
point deficit to single dig- 
its, before Wilmington put 
forth a strong run to close 
out the first half with a 43- 
27 lead.

When the game was over, 
Maiella and Lombard met 
up at halfcourt to shake 
hands and pay respects to 
one another’s program. 

“It’s awesome,” said 
Maiella. “The tournament 
is awesome. Coaching 
against Mike Lombard, the 
all-time leading scorer 


here, a friend of mine, it’s 
really cool. It was fun fac- 
ing him. We played togeth- 
er here and we both played 
for Larry McGrath. Mike’s

“No 
one cares who gets the head- 
lines and no one cares who 
gets the points. We put in an 
offense where everyone has 


the chance to score and they 
have taken to it really quick. 
“The team chemistry has 
been there anyway since the 
start of the season, but in 
terms of the bonding part, it 
just got that much better. The 
girls were great to travel with 
- we had no problems, no 
issues whatsoever and the 
girls were outstanding - 
absolutely outstanding. I did- 
n't put any limits on them 
except they couldn’t go any- 
where by themselves, and that 
never was an issue because 
they always did everything 


together. They always met as a 
group, they hung out as a 
group and even if someone 
didn’t want to go to one place, 
they made sure there was a 
group to go somewhere else.” 
Both Luz and Stewart agreed 
that spending school vacation 
week in the sunny skies of 
Florida was certainly some- 
thing they will always cherish. 
“It was a blast. We had so 
much fun,” said Stewart.

First Century” was released 
on Dec. 20, and the next book- 
signing with the author will 
take place at Book Ends in 
Winchester Center ‘on 
Saturday, Jan. 14, beginning 
at 2 p.m. The book is also 
available at the hospital’s 
Winton Club Gift Shop. All 
proceeds from the sale of the 
book benefit Winchester 
Hospital. 

“Dr. Knight did a masterful 
job of walking the reader 
through the hospital’s history 
and weaving in many interest- 
ing and often humorous bits of 
information,” said Kevin 
Smith, President and CEO of 


_ Winchester Hospital. “It is a 


nice read for anyone connect- 
ed to the hospital or the com- 
munity and can be enjoyed by 
people of all ages.” 

In March, Knight started 
researching the material that 
ended up in the book, and of 
course there was the requisite 
editing (some of which was 
performed by Chris Connelly, 
former editor of the 
Winchester edition of the 
Daily Times Chronicle) and

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revisions into the finished 
product, which also features 
photos from former Boston 
Globe and current Daily 
Times Chronicle photographer 
Bill Ryerson. 

“Tt was very much a collab- 
orative effort,” said Knight. 
“The hospital gave me access 
to all of its annual reports and 
scrap books. I also went to the 
Winchester Archival Center 
and the library, and there was 
a great deal of information 
from the En Ka Society. 

“And the minutes of the 
VNA (Visiting Nurses 
Association) meetings were a 
wonderful resource to under- 
stand how the hospital got 
started and grew,” she added. 

“Winchester Hospital - Our 
First Century” is not Knight’s 
foray into the realm of histori- 
cal literature. She is a special- 
ist in the history of the arts of 
the Boston area at the turn of 
the 20th century. She has 
authored published histories 
of the Winchester Public 


Library, Winchester 
Community Music School, 
Winchester High 


School/Lincoln School, and 
Wright-Locke Farm and was 
the co-author of the Children’s 
History of Winchester, as well 
as her work in the Daily 
Times Chronicle. 

A past president of the 
Winchester Historical Society, 
she was on the committee for 
the Winchester 350th anniver- 
sary celebration, among other 
local activities. 

In addition to her writings 
about Winchester, her works 
include Charles Martin 
Loeffler, the biography of a 
remarkable Boston composer 
and violinist, and a series of 
journal and encyclopedia arti- 
cles related to the history of 
music in Boston. 

“I’ve been local since 1980, 
so I guess I’m somewhat well- 
known,” said Knight. “I go to 
(town government) meetings, 
so I know most of the people 
who run the hospital.” 

She describes her writing 
process as “piecemeal” - 
researching a certain aspect 
of the history of the hospital 
rather than doing all her

“WE BOUGHT A ZOO” A DELIGHT 


“WE BOUGHT A ZOO” is a delight from begin- 
ning to the end. It is the true-to-life story of 
Benjamin Mee, an out-of-work journalist who had 
lost his wife and was raising his two children by 
himself. The movie stars Matt Damon, but the 
real stars of the film are the animals who are 


charming just being themselves..

Filmmakers sometimes 
shy away from focusing on 
kids and animals in films 
because they are labeled 
unpredictable. 

But, if they are used 
wisely and are on top of 
their game, a strong per- 
formance can save what 
would otherwise be a forget- 
table film. 

Director Cameron Crowe 
manages to get the best out 
of both the child and animal 
actors he showcases in his 
latest film, “We Bought A 
Zoo”, and in the process 
takes what could have been 
a disaster and turns it into a 
workable film. 

Matt Damon stars as 
journalist Benjamin Mee, 
whose book provides the 
basis for the film. Mee once 
worked asa reporter chas- 
ing hurricanes and _inter- 
viewing heads of state. That 
career screeches to a halt 
when the news business 
starts downsizing and his 
beloved wife dies unexpect- 
edly. 

Benjamin’s teenage son 
Dylan (Colin Ford) is 
expelled from school for 
repeated behavioral prob- 
lems, and the strain of tak- 
ing care of Dylan and eight- 


year-old daughter Rosie 
(Maggie Elizabeth Jones) 
makes it hard for him to 
concentrate on new writing 
projects. 

Benjamin decides mov- 
ing from Los Angeles to 
rural California might help 
his family, but their dream 
house comes with some 
heavy baggage. It’s part of 
an exotic animal park that 
has fallen into disrepair. 

While the zoo’s keeper 
Kelly Foster (Scarlett 
Johansson) is still around, 
she’s working for far less 
than she could command 
elsewhere, just to help keep 
the animals alive. The other 
staffers (Angus Macfadyen, 
Elle Fanning, Patrick 
Fugit) are in the same boat. 

Benjamin takes over the 
park and discovers why the 
previous owners left - taking 
proper care of these ani- 
mals is expensive, as 
Benjamin’s accountant 
brother (Thomas Haden

By including how chal- 
lenging it is to keep zoos 
going, Crowe makes the film

But 
it completely succeeds by 
setting its own goals fairly 
low - being an 87-minute dis- 
traction for kids that will 
likely rake in millions. 

In this third installment, 
the Chipmunks (Alvin, 
Simon and Theodore) and 
their female counterparts 
the Chipettes return, and so 
does Dave (Jason Lee), who 
was limited to a_ short 
cameo in the second movie. 

A cruise goes wrong, and 
all of the lovable rodents 
end up shipwrecked on an 
island filled with movie 
cliches, complete with a 
delusional castaway and 
active volcano. It would not 
be a surprise at all if 
Gilligan and the Skipper 
made an appearance on the 
island, it’s that familiar. 

Still, the movie does have 
a certain amount of genius. 
There is something in this 
film for everyone. 

For kids, there’s plenty of 
slapstick comedy. 

For parents, there’s plen- 
ty of seemingly random and 
somewhat dated pop culture 
references. During an early 
hang-gliding scene, Alvin 
says, "I can see Russia from 
here!"

The type of movie that 
‘New Year’s Eve’ is - a 
parade of top stars, all play- 
ing brief roles in small sto- 
rylines that all circle 
around a central theme or 
évent - is usually a waste of 
time. This one is a little bet- 
ter than most, likely thanks 
to the comedic storytelling 
expertise of director Garry 
Marshall. 

‘New Year's Eve’ cele- 
brates love, hope, forgive- 
ness, second chances and 
fresh starts, in the inter- 
twining stories told amidst 
the pulse and promise of 
New York City on the most 
dazzling night of the year. 

Marshall gets good per- 
formances from some mem- 
bers of his cast, like Zac 
Efron, Katherine Heigl, Jon 
Bon Jovi, and Michelle 
Pfeiffer, doing her best to 
imitate a Diane Keaton 
from about 20 years ago. 

The overall plot (if you 
can call it that) involves 
several smaller. storyline 
(eight in all) about people 
on New Year's Eve, lossely 
tied together by Hilary 
Swank's Herculean effort to 
get the big ball fixed so it 
can drop on time. There are 
so many stars in this film, it 
would be tough to mention 
them all in the space provid- 
ed here. 

Several of the subplots 
are as follows: 

One pregnant couple 
(Jessica Biel and Seth 
Meyers) battle another 
(Sarah Paulson and Til 
Schweiger) to see who can 
win the $25,000 prize for 
delivering the first baby of 
2012. At the same hospital is 
a patient dying of cancer 
(Robert De Niro) who jus 
wants to live long enough to 
see the New year’s ceremo- 
ny one last time. 

Elsewhere in the Big 
Apple, a record label 
employee (Pfeiffer) strikes 
a deal with a courier 
(Efron), whereby she’ll give 
him passes to the city’s 
biggest and best party if he 
helps her realize all of her 
resolutions come before the 
ball drops. 

The film is intended to be 
a romantic comedy. But sev- 
eral times its punch lines 
and musical numbers fall 
flat, and its large list of 
characters can sometimes 
work against it (the celebri- 
ty cameos, at some point 
not too far into the movie, 
begin to serve as more of a 
distraction than an asset to 
the plot).

research before writing the 
entire book. 

“It’s not a day-by-day, year- 
by-year’ history of the hospi- 
tal,” said Knight. “It was 
designed to be more of a cof- 
fee table book. I tried to 
include anecdotes that show 
how the hospital developed 
and expanded over the years.” 

There are reproductions of 
first-person accounts from 
some of the nurses, and plenty 
of text about how the hospital 
was an ingrained part of the 
community through organiza- 
tions like the Winton Club, 
which was started in 1920 as a 
way of raising money for hos- 
pital linens. 

One of the thematic ele- 
ments in the history of the 
hospital is role of women. In 
the beginning, Winchester 
Hospital was staffed entirely 
by nurses, while doctors used 
the facilities for surgery and 
similar procedures _ that 
required a physician. 

. There was also the role of 
the En Ka Society, a high 
school sorority that at first 
sewed linens for the VNA, pro- 
vided furnishing and perpetu- 
al care of the private rooms, 
assisting in the redecorating 
and refinishing of the Nurses’ 
Home during the Depression, 
and eventually organizing the 
En Ka Fair, which continues 
to benefit all charitable organ- 
izations in the community. 

“There was great involve- 
ment in the hospital from the 
entire community - the Winton 
Club, En Ka Society, the

A story of courage and good fortune

It was February 8, 2010. She went to bed with a belly 

ache, not feeling well throughout her entire body. At 2:16 

_ a.m. she wakes to have a sip of water from a glass she 
leaves on her bedside table; the glass was empty. 

She arises to walk the short distance from her bedroom 
to the kitchen. The refrigerator just barely in the kitchen as 
it abuts the hallway wall. She knows she only needs to stand 
one foot in the hallway and one foot in the kitchen while 

_ extending her: arm to reach the water extractor on the out- 
side of the refrigerator. She almost makes it. “Daddy, 
Daddy,” she calls as she slowly walks down the hallway, 
swaying from side-to-side, holding on to the walls, trying to 
keep from falling. 

“Good,” she thinks, “I’ve made it to the kitchen.” Just then, 
she passes-out. Her glass ricocheting off of the opposite wall, 
miraculously not breaking as it falls to the ground as hard as 
she does. 

There it is, plain to see against the white trim on the mold- 
ing... blood. She sliced her head against the sharpest part of 
the molding while going down. Oh the irony: The one part of 
the wall that would do that much damage was used by her for 
stability. The one part of the wall that would hurt her the most, 
the one part of the wall that is the hardest to get to, as it is not 
in the center, but rather on the outer edge. 

One would have to practically position themselves on that 
very edge and scrape very hard to do the damage to their bod- 
ies that she did to hers... within seconds. That was the part of 
the wall that caught her fall and cut her skull three inches in 
length... Oh the irony. 

Daddy came running, but was seconds too late to catch her. 
There he found her lying silent and limp on the floor, body con- 
torted as her 5 foot 5 inch frame squeezed thru the opening of 

a doorway not wide enough for a body to lie horizontally. 

He lifted her head and cradled her in his arms as she lay 
bleeding on him, still not awakening. “Help, he screamed for 
his wife; the mother of this beautiful but now very ill child. 
“She fell and she won’t wake up,” screamed the father. 

And that’s all he could say. He was scared, shocked in his 
own fear and frozen with disbelief. He could only look up at his 
wife as if to say “What do we do? Why isn’t she waking up,” 
and, “Will she be all right?” A look no father wants to give. A 
look no mother wants to receive. 

The mother frantically ran to the telephone, picked up the 
receiver and with very shaky hands, desperately called the 
ambulance. “I need to sit down,” she thought, “or I, too, will 
fall.” Her knees weak and her thoughts juxtaposed; too many 

“ what-ifs. 

She conjured up as much strength as she could to speak 
clearly and give their address, for she knew any misspoken 
word could send the help, their only hope, to the wrong house. 
With all she had in her, she told of the fall and gave their 
address. “Thank God,” she thought, “somebody will be here 
soon to help us.” 

Moving with much trepidation, they gently brought the 


child to the couch and very carefully laid her down, wary to . 


keep her head upright with cushions. Then the frightened par- 
ents sat quietly and with great concern by their daughter’s 
side... waiting. 

Two ambulances and a fire truck arrived. Scared for her 
child and filled with anxiety, the mother thought the men 
looked large and ominous, entering her home in the middle of 
the night with their uniforms and big black bags, their faces 
serious and their strong voices deeply alarming as it is not 
common to speak that loudly at that hour. 
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But reality immediately set in as her shock wore off, that 
these wonderful helpers, these men of great civil service, are 
here to help her daughter; to fix the wrong that has taken over 
her body. Now, she was desperately seeking answers. 

They proceeded to gently wake the child; to call her name 
and gently touch her arm until she came-to. The entire room 
sighed with relief as her eyes blinked open and she uttered a 
moan. There was even a tear or two. 

One paramedic was named Nick. The name of the other 
child in the family, and the parents drew to him more than the 
rest of the men. Maybe they needed a common connection, 
something that brought normalcy to this daunting event. 

The paramedics bandaged the child’s head and laid her 
onto a stretcher, preparing to take her to the closest hospital. 
That’s how they put it, “Take her to the closest hospital. She 
doesn’t have the time to go into the city. We can’t take any 
chances.” And so it was said, “she doesn’t have the time.” 

Oh the pain a parent feels upon hearing those words. Words 
that pierce the heart and will never be forgotten. The 
Winchester Hospital is affiliated with The Boston Children’s 
Hospital, They knew everything was going to be all right. 

The mother drove behind the ambulance closer than the 300 
feet she was allowed, as if trying to reach out and touch her 
child. To help her, heal her. Reverse the clock. A mother’s urge, 
but she knew her daughter was in good hands. Finally, the 
arrival at the hospital was as welcoming as the arrival of the 
child vomiting. Still unknown to this day whether it was a 
direct result of the fall or of having the stomach bug; the cul- 
prit that started this wicked twist of fait. 

She was attended to immediately; cat scans, x-rays, blood 
work and examinations. The doctor came in prepped for a sur- 
gical procedure, complete with blue gloves, a tray of needles, 
scissors and a very reassuring manner. He explained the pro- 
cedure to the family and especially reassured the child; letting 
her know that after he was finished stitching up her head, that 
she would feel a bit sore, but would have no other pain or resid- 
ual side effect from the fall. 

The teenager’s jokingly-cute response was, “so I can’t blow- 
dry my hair?” The room lightened-up with chuckles for a 
sparse moment, until the needle was introduced; and it was 
one not to be reckoned with. The needle was about 6 inches 
long, and all of it, yes, all of it, was injected into the child’s 
head, precisely on the upper left side above the ear. 

The child screamed, the parents cried and the doctor 
focused. He did this two more times to be sure her head was 
numb enough for the next needle; the one that would insert the 
stitches. Sixteen stitches carefully navigated their way under 
and between a mane of soft dark-brown hair with gentle curls.

This was their princess, their little girl, who sang while 
walking and often embraced her family with hugs and great 
conversation. The family felt in good hands and, as much as it 
hurt their daughter to be punctured in the head with a very 
large and very sharp needle, and as much as it hurt her fami- 
ly to watch, every stitch was one closer to closing up a large 
opening in their daughter’s skull. 

Finally, it was over; the gloves came off and the needle took 
its much anticipated place on the tray, along side many blood- 
ied tissues and instruments. The worst was nearly behind 
them, one less “what if” to worry about.

she could walk on her own. They were a good three days. How 
kind and professional everybody was. The nurses helped her 
regain stability by walking the halls, eating the right food for 
strength and following the doctor’s suggestions to perfection.
